Great Impetus to Dairy and 


Cattle Industry Is Seen in

Conditions in western North pa- 


kota, particularly on the, Missouri 
Slope and counties south of "Bismarck 
on the east side of tbe river are gen- 
erally satisfactory from the stand- 
point of the production of this year's 
crop, according to 
several 
people 


from that section who have been in 
Bismarck and local people who have 
thoroughly covered tbe section. An 
examination of conditions, they say, 
-should silence calamity howlers. 


The general estimate of tbe grain 


crop in this section is fair. There 
are some who say that many sections 
of the Slope will produce as much 
wheat as last year. The rust damage 
is not as great as bad been antici- 
pated, and it is said that in Golden 
Valley county there is no rust A 
great deal of money will not be made 
off the whei) crop as a general rule, 
but moot farmers will more than 
realize their seed and make .a small 
profit. 


One local man who spent eight 


and one-half days shocking wheat on 
his farm in northern Emmons coun- 
ty says that his Marquis wheat will 
make better than'SO bushels tb tbe 
acre. He bad estimated it previously 
from 25 bushels up. When tbe rust 
first appeared he estimated tbe dam- 
age at 60 percent. A close survey, 
however he says indicates a rust dam- 
age of 16 to 20 percent, which will 
still leave him mere than an aver- 
age wheat crop. 
Flax is generally ^excellent con- 


dition, and because more of it was 
planted than in past Tears en the 
Slope producers will realise consider- 
able-money' fcrHfcr--* "BfekjaaoiMBM 
in tbe dty today said tfcft la 'eight 
days the flax: crop will Sate bee* w 
snred. One man "living southeast of 
Bismarck has 200 acres of flax he 
says will make 15 bushels to tbe acre, 
and be expects to profit handsomely 
from his farming operations this 
year. 
There is plenty of feed In western 


North Dakota this~year. a big item 
because of tbe increase in dairying 
and the revival of cattle raising. Cat- 
tle have not fattened as they should 
this summer: because flies have been 
unusually bad. There is, however, 
ample feed to earrs them on through 


. the entire winter. 


Tbe corn crop ia the best in many 


years. It could, of course, according 
to practical farmers 6e greatly dam- 
aged by frost, aad ought to have 
another 30 days in which to mature. 
Some flint corn has been exhibited in 
Bismarck which matR«d in 11 weeks 
and is safe. The growing season 
this year has been short because oi 
the late spring, but crops (five ma- 
tured with remarkable rapidity. 


The great corn crop means much 


to the western part of the state. 
Many farmers report they expect to 
fatten their own cattle instead of 
selling them as feeders, to be fatten- 
ed by Iowa, Minnesota or Wisconsin 
corn. 


An inquiry was "received in Bis- 


marck this week from a bank in 
northern McLean county as to the 
best place to buy first class grade 
dairy cows. The state dairy commis- 
sioner reports similar requests from 
various parts of the state. 


One Bismarck man with business 


interests on tbe Missouri Slope en-

NORTHDAKOTA'SCONSTmjnON, 
MODEL, ADOPTED 34 YEARS AGO TODAY 


IN BISMARCK AFTER A LONG SESSION 


Thirty-four years ago today the 


North Dakota Constitutional Conven- 
tion completed its 44 day session in 
Bismarck and gave to the state its 
present constitution. There were 76 
delegates at tbe convention, 68 of 
them being Republicans and 19 Dem- 
ocrats. 


The constitution, adopted was one 


presented by General"E. A. Williams 
of Bismarck. While Mr. Williams dis- 
claimed the honor of having written 
the document which authorities nave 
since declared to be one of the finest 
of its kind ever produced, he refused 
to give the name of the author. 'As 
a result the mysterious authorship 
of North Dakota's constitution led 
to wide speculation and many sur- 
mises. 


It has, however, since been learned 


tbatjP^o/, James Bradley Thayer of 
Harvarjf Law school,, wai the real 
author. 'Henry Viltard, chairman of 
tbe* finance committee of the North- 
ern Pacific railroad, bad asked Prof. 
Thayer about tb& preparation of such 
a constitution and nrgpd him to pre- 
pare it 
Mr" Villard bad a sincere 


wish that North Dakota should have 
the best constitution that the finest 
legal minds of the country could pro-

To him the people of North Da 


kota owe their constitution, which 
was never very vigorously opposed, 
according to historians, although 
revised and changed to some extent 
from the original draft. 


While this convention was called 


July 4, 1889 for the purpose pnmar 
ily to drawing up a constitution for 
the new state: "The location «f the 
capital was the silent, powerful un- 
dercurrent of the convention; there 
were two strong 
combinations of 


delegates formed, one known as tbe 
Bismarck-Fargo union and the other 
Grand Forks group." The real fight 
hinged about these groups instead of 
over the kind of constitution that 
should be adopted. 


During the thirty-four years which 


have elapsed since the close of that 
famous 
convention only 
twenty 


amendments have been made to tbe 
North Dakota constitution,—legisla- 
tors say that this is a pretty good in- 
dication of the fact that tbe docu- 
ment was a complete and masterly 
body of principles.

FLAX, CORN ARE FINE 


Great Impetus to Dairy and 
Cattle Industry Is Seen in 
This Year’s Crops 


Conditions in western North pa- 
kotn, particularly on the 
Missouri 
Slope and counties south of *Bismarck 
on the east side of the river are gen- 
erully satisfactory from the stand­ 
point of the production of this year’s 
crop, according to 
several 
people 
from that section who have been in 
llisinarck and local people who have 
thoroughly covered the section. 
An 
examination of conditions, they say, 
should silence calamity howlers. 
The general estimate of the grain 
crop in this section is fair. 
There 
are some who say that many sections 
of the Slope will produce as 
much 
wheat as last year. The rust damage 
is not as great as had been antici­ 
pated, ond it is said that in Golden 
Valley county there is no rust. 
A 
great deal of money wiU not be made 
off the wheil crop as a general rule, 
but mo.»t farmers will more 
than 
realize their seed and make a small 
profit. 
One local man who 
spent 
eight 
and one-half days shocking wheat on 
his farm in northern Emmons coun­ 
ty says that his Marquis wheat will 
make better th a n ' 20 bushels to the 
acre. He had estimated it previously 
from 25 bushels up. When the rust 
first appeared he estimated the dam­ 
age at 60 percent. 
A close survey, 
however he says indicates a rust dam­ 
age of 16 to 20 percent, which will 
still leave him more than an aver­ 
age wheat crop. 
Flax is generally in excellent cop- 
dition, and because more of it was 
planted than .in past 
years on the 
Slope producers will realise consider­ 
able money for tt.- A Diek^aon man 
in the city today said tktil in eight 
days the flax crop Will hdve been as­ 
sured. 
One man living sontbeast of 
Bismarck has 200 acres of flax he 
says will make 16 bushels to the acre, 
and he' ^xpects to profit handsomely 
from his farming 
operations 
this 
year. 
There is plenty of feed in western 
North Dakota this year, a big item 
because of the increase in dairying 
and the revival of cattle raising. Cat' 
tie have not fattened as they should 
this summer because flies have been 
unusually bad. 
There is, however, 
ample feed to carry them on through 
the entire winter. 
The corn crop is the best in many 
years. It could, of course, according 
to practical farmers be greatly dam 
aged by frost, and ought to 
have 
another 30 days in which to mature. 
Some flint corn has been exhibited in 
Bismarck which matnrqd in 11 weeks 
and is safe. 
The 
growing 
season 
this year has been short because of 
the late spring, but crops l|ive ma 
tured with remarkable rapidity. 
The great com crop means much 
to the western part of the 
state. 
Many farmers report they expect to 
fatten their own cattle instead of 
selling them as feeders, to be fatten 
ed by Iowa, Minnesota or Wisconsin 
corn. 
An inquiry was received in Bis­ 
marck this week 
from a bank in 
northern McLean county as to the 
best place to buy first class grade 
dairy cows. The state dairy commis. 
sioner reports similar requests from 
various parts of the state. 
One Bismarck man with business

that it is a year of great liquidation, 
hpt that on the whole the crops prb' 
duced in western North Dakota are 
good, and there is every reason to 
feel optimistic over the resulta.

A WISE COURSE 
President Coolidge’s decision to study carefully remedial 
measures to aid agricultural states in the marketing of their 
in-oducts and to e.xhaust all executive means before calling 
a special .se.ssion is a wise cour.se; one that .should be en­ 
dorsed by all thinking farmers more or less fed up on poli­ 
tical nostrums, and vote baiting exipcdients which avail 
little.

. 
Congress was in session many months while the farmers 
problems were acute, but owing to differences of opinion 
existing in both legislative branches no remedy was then 
applied. There probably would be little of value dono were 
congress to assemble now except to jockey for votes and 
propound new nostrums in hopes of quieting the embattled 
farmers whose economic condition admittedly is most grave. 
jlf President Coolidge and Secretary Wallace after a 
thorough investigation find that the only remedy lies in an 
extra session, there will be time enough for such action. 
Congres.s has been tinkering with the farmers’ ills for years 
without any appreciable results. Even the Fordney-McCum- 
ber tariff failed to stimulate prices of farm products. There 
probably is a big job ahead of the tariff commission through 
e.xecutive order to revise thoroughly some of the schedules 
so that the farmer’s doHar may bring more than sixty centi 
worth of the products he must buy. 
These revisions can 
be made without recourse to an extra session and all the 
political turmoil that attends them. 
Politicians who urge more credit for the farmer are not 
his friends. Some adjustment of labor costs so as to give 
the farmer more for his dollar is far more essential than 
to help him to sink more deeply into debt by governmental 
subsidy. Such subsidies always come back in form of higher 
taxes for no legislation ever reversed economic laws and 
the farmer pays in the end anyway. 
North Dakota has had evidence enough of a prograni 
that seeks to legislate prosperity. 
Its failure is written in 
the excessive tax budgets which must burden the farmer 
heaviest as he pays the bulk of the freight. 
'This state slowly is putting its house in order through 
more careful and economic government. 
North Dakota 
farmers arc also learning a lesson that wheat raising exclu­ 
sively is not a paying proposition. Diversification of crops 
and a clean honest state administration can do more for 
the farmers of North Dakota than continuous sessions of 
Congress with its demagogic leaders. 
Promoters of dis­ 
content never solved any problem yet, but the present situ­ 
ation is “duck soup’’ for them.

I ask th at you report directly

this office any cases in your own 
township known to you of families 
having children mentally or physi­ 
cally handicapped through 
illness, 
poverty, or neglect, or those, who, 
for other reasons arc not having the 
opportunity they should have. 
“I would also .suggest that you in­ 
clude in your report cases of neglect 
old age, illegitimacy, desertion, in­ 
sufficient 
income 
for 
the 
proper 
care of the children, and any other 
case that in your judgm ent merits 
attention. 
“It is well known th at proper care 
and supervision in childhood will pre­ 
vent much of the ill health of adult 
life, and th at delinquency and de­ 
pendency may bo lessened by 
the 
proper ihstitutional care and train ­ 
ing of children who arc mentally de­ 
ficient. The crippled and otherwise 
handicapped persons should not 
be 
deprived of medical aid nor the ad­ 
vantages of education or vocational 
training 
because 
of 
insufficient 
funds.

ity. It is economically one of the

Altitude Depends Upon En­ 
durance of Human and 
Not Airplane 


ChloaKo, Aui?. 17.—A 12 hour non- 
;top airplnne fllRht from the

sn„ to believe that this remarkable 
fi;>:ht will he realized within a short 
l¡me. acoordinK to Major R. W. Sch- 
roKler, former 
holder of 
altitude 
rocord.s, and one of the first aviators 


I I I ascend to a height of more than 
.1H.000 feet. 
“To ncROtinte the distance between 
Pan Francisco and New York in this 
r.hort time, the aviator must ascend 
to a heiyht of more than 30,000 feet 
in order to pet into what is called the 
anti-trade winds," 
Major Schroedcr 
said in explaininp his theory of the 
riipht. “These winds blow at a velo- 
cilv in excess of 100 miles an hour 
and with the aid of the plane motor 
humminp at a speed, say 160 miles an 
hour, the flipht can be accomplished, 
providinp that all conditions arc fav­ 
orable.” 
Major Schroeder pointed out that 
the hipher a flyer poes the slower 
his mental faculties function. 
“Experiments have been goinp on 
for more than a year," he said, "with 
a compartment which4.s impregnable 
to the admittance of air through any 
but nn authorized channel. 
By at- 
tachinp this channel to the 
super- 
charpe of an airplane engine, Ihe air 
in this compartment can be kept at 
a level gqual to that from which the 
aviator started. 
In case of any dis- 
orpanir.ation of this system, an oxy- 
pen tank has been placed in the com­ 
partment. _ Jh e mechanical 
devices 
on this tank start operating as soon 
as the air in the compartment reach­ 
es a certain low point, and in this 
way adverse conditions 
within are 
dissipated.” 
Major Schroeder, the aviator who 
fell six miles and lived to tell about 
it, explained that the construction of 
the compartment was of very light 
wood but that its durability has been 
tested. 
The compartment has a tri­ 
thickness of glass, and is fairly com­ 
fortable within, he said. 
“The altitude a person can reach 
now depends on human endurance and 
not so much upon the calibre of the 
airplane," the aviator continued. "My 
altitude flight before I retired from 
the army was not to see how high I 
could fly but to discover what plane 
could best be used for photographic 
purposes. That was the main thought 
when I first ascended into the air. 
“During the 
flight I was 
blown 
considerably off my course and it 
was then that I thought of the pos­ 
sibility of the west to 
east 
coast 
flight with the aid of the anti-trade 
winds, which blow 
west to east. 
I 
think it is possible, and that it will 
not be long before the country will 
be startled with such an actual ac­ 
complishment."

DANCING FADS 
DISAPPEARING 


Propriety on Danee Floors 
Exists in Los Angeles 


Los Angeles, Aug. 17.—W riggling, 
squirming, jazzy dancing is losing 
its popularity in nearly every part 
of the United States, and modesty, 
p;-oprjety and reserve 
are 
coming 
back in the dance halls, according to 
Fenton Bott, national director of 
dance reform, who attended the sum­ 
mer session of the normal school of 
American National 
Association 
of 
Dancing Masters here. 
The touching of faces, semi-em­ 
braces and excess of muscular re­ 
sponse to overdone syncopation are 
now taboo in virtually every dance 
hall in Americo, said Mr. Bott. Men 
and women have swung back to the 
human normal of propriety and good 
taste, he said. 
t 
“The most undesirable of Jazz danc­ 
ing was the result of adding a dreamy 
oriental atmosphere to highly synco­ 
pated music," continued Mr. Bott. "It 
is almost impossible properly to su­ 
pervise dancing when the time of the 
selection is broken up by a g rta t 
number of beats. When the jazziest 
of music is played, it is hardly pos­ 
sible for the dancers not to respond. 
“Improper deportment on the floors 
of dancing schools and public holts 
has become a rarity in the last three 
years. The campaign conducted by the 
National Association of Dancing Mas­ 
ters for clean dancing is partly re­ 
sponsible for the change. It also is to 
be credited to the people themselves. 
“Private clubs and cafes have been 
beyond the influence of the asso­ 
ciation, and in these privileged pla­ 
ces jazz dancing in the extreme may 
still prevail, but the bulk of th.e na­ 
tion's dancers, those who 
attend 
schools and public halls, are dgnclng 
with as much modesty, propriety and 
reserve as ever was seen in the j|laye 
of the waltz, polka, schottiache' Iknd 
their running mates. 
' " 
“The waltz will never be drbpY>ed 
and the two-step is still with, us in 
the fox-trot, but I believe What is 
known as the new school of dancing 
has come to stay. 
“The west has adopted the reform 
more quickly and perhaps more thor­ 
oughly than the east.”
